Until recently it would never 
have occuried to college students lo 
think ot themselves 111 terms of 
manpower. War Manpower Commis- 
sion Chairman Paul V McNutt told 
the mid-winter graduating class of 
Haverford. January 30 — but. he 
said, they were like the man who 
was speaking prose and didn't real- 
ize his accomplishment. 

A digest of Mr McNutt s speech 
follows: 

Until recently it would never 
have occurred to college students 
to regard themselves in terms of 
manpower. 

The term is more frequently as- 
sociated with the masses of workers 
employed by large scale industry 
than with the fortunate minority 
of carefully educated individuals 
whom the colleges induct into pro- 
fessional and managerial life. So 
when you were registered for the 
national service you may have ex- 
perienced something of the sur- 
prise of that character in Molieres 
play who discovered that he had 
been talking prose without realiz- 
ing his accomplishment. 

Your government regards you as 
important, whether you are leaving 
college for the military or for other 
tanm of national service, because 
of the exceptional training oppor- 
tunities which you have had. 

It is very important that popular 
faith in the value of our colleges 
and in the quality of their students, 
should be sustained. For in the 
tu'im days that lie ahead there will 
be no place in our society for insti- 
tutions which fail to render nation- 
al service, and consequently no 
place for students who give the lie 
to that proud designation by wast- 
ing the borrowed time provisionally 
placed at their disposal. 

From now on the colleges must, 
while maintaining standards, in- 
creasingly accommodate themselves 
to the pressures of total war. 

The larger educational institu- 
tions, with facilities for housing, 
leeding and teaching large numbers 
are naturally and properly being 
called upon more largely than oth- 
' rs. although by no means exclus- 
ively. !-> accommodate the special- 
ized training units which the Army 
and Navy are setting up. 

A number of the smaller colleges, 
because of special facilities or ex- 
ceptional standards, have been se- 
lected lor particular forms of serv- 
ice lymu outside the general Army 
and Navy plan Haverford I know.
